Mr. Reed who readily admit- 
ted there are many weak- 
nesses with secondary educa- 
tion today said people fail to 
realise what the Department 
is achieving and that there 
could not be a “Crisis in Edu- 
cation” with the record of pro- 
gressive improvement which 
is shown in official figures 
over the last two decades. 

Mr. Reed said the equal dis- 
tribution, of qualified teachers 
is a real problem of great con- 
cern to the Department of 
Education, 

He said certain areas are 
popular with ‘teachers but the 
staffing of schools north and 
west of* Melbourne is difficult. 
The Department advertises 
additional positions for these 
areas but is not always suc: 
cessful in filling them. 

Teachers have rights of pro- 
motion, transfer rights and a 
choice of schools pointed out 
Mr. Reed. 

A committee is inquiring in- 
to classification and promo-' 
tion of teachers and may 
come up with a solution to 
this problem. 

But at present there are no 
definite proposals to overcome 
“this difficulty except by filling 
vacancies in the western sub- 
urbs with students said Mr. 
Reed. . 

However, a suggestion from 
a member of the audience who 
directed a question: to Mr.

Events in Altona have been criticised 
by press and television.. The criticism was 
merrited. However, it was ill informed and 
biased. But it was to a great extent justified 


by facts. 


No community in which incidents such 
as that of last Sunday week are possible can 
be considered free of blame. 


A similar happening took place in the 
.St. Kilda. area last Sunday. But that in no 
way relieved our position, Except that atten- 
tion should be drawn to the relative publicity 
earned by each of the unfortunate events. 


The reasons for the disturbance are not 
fully known. To the extent that it was the 
reflection of trends common throughout. the 
State, the general community has some re- 
sponsibility. a ; 


But if and as far as the trouble was 
due to local conditions it is to Altona (coun- 
cil, people and parents) that we must look 


for an answer. 


Those who took part in the affray are 
unnamed. But there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they did not come from the ranks .

olme. 1 do so for the following reasons— 

1.—The history of such groynes in the Altona 
rea is such that they merely act as seaweed collec- 
ors and do nothing to assist in beach building. 


This, evidenced by the pres- 
at groynes in the vicinity of 
jomawi Street, and by the 
ecessity to remove the long 
‘ooden groyne placed at the 
nd of Sargood Street in the 
arly 1940’s. Accumulation of 
eaweed behind ‘this groyne 
‘as such that it was necessary 
2 remove it less than nine 
xonths after its erection, in 
rder to eliminate the nuis- 
nce caused, 

2—Should the proposed 
Yoyne cause the seaweed to 
ecumulate the only remedy 
vould be the continual re- 
noval of accumulated weed. 
This could easily be beyond 
he financial and physical 
‘apacity of the council. There 
vould seem to be little point 
n the council concerning it- 
elf with the atmospheric pol- 
ution caused by industry if 
t is itself carrying out works 
yhich could result in much 
yreater contamination. 

3.—There is no evidence 
anywhere in Port Phillip Bay 
which indicates that groynes 
sither long or short assist in 
beach building. For that mat- 
ter there is little evidence any- 
where in the world that they 
ever adequately perform this 
function, 

4—The Board of Works 
and/or the Ports and Har- 
bours Branch of the Public 
Works Department is setting 
up a detailed scale-model of 
Port Phillip Bay in which it 
is hoped to study the effects 
of erecting such structures as 
the proposed groyne. I would 
like to’ have an assurance that 
the proposed structure has 
been adequately tested on this 
model and if so, whether con- 
sideration was given in the ex- 
periment to its propensity for 
collecting seaweed. 

5.—Rock structures erected 
as breakwaters at both Middle 
Brighton and St. Kilda have 
both increased .the seaweed 
deposits on the beach al- 
though not joined to the 
shore. 

6—The erection of this 
structure would lead to a con- 
siderable increase in the salt 
spray hazard which already 
produces extensive corrosion 
on metals and damage to gar- 
den trees and shrubs. 

7.—A second reason for the 
erection of this structure was 
the provision of a safe anchor- 
age for boats at Seaholme. 
Can an assurance be given 
that this structure will not in 
fact lead to a silting up of this 
area so that in time no anch- 
orage at all would exist. In 
this connection it should be 
remembered that the break- 
waters constructed at Apollo 
Bay on the best engineering 
advice available produced 
exactly this result. 

8.—As a breakwater it would 
give only limited projection to 
the boat anchorage at Sea- 
hoime. It would provide no 
protection from the south and 
south-east from which the 
most damaging winds blow. 
There is little evidence to 
show that it would provide 
any better protection than 
that afforded by the reef al- 
ready there. 

Certain ratepayers have sug- 
gested that a more appropri- 
ate site would be at the cot- 
ner of the Esplanade and 
Queen Street. To this I must 
take even stronger objection. 
All the faults associated with 
the proposed site must apply 
equally to this area. In ad- 
dition, if it were placed in 
this position the size of the 
anchorage area would be re- 
duced and no greater protec- 
































































tion would be provided for 


the boats moored there. 
There would be no firm 
foundation on which to build 
the structure so that it would 
sink into the soft sand and 
would prove more costly to 
build and might finally dis- 
appear altogether into the 


in developing Cresser Reserve 
which is the only open Jand 
adjacent to the foreshore and 
which is proving to be one 
‘of its most attractive and 
popular areas.

The analyst’s report on the 
sausages bought from Didio 
on September 30 by the Altona 
Shire Senior Health Inspestor, 
Myr. J. Mellors, said the saus- 
ages were of excellent meat 
put did not contain as much 
starch as laid down in regula- 
tions. 

The regulations state there 
must be a minimum of 3 per 
cent. and a maximum of 6 per 
cent. starch. 

‘The analyst reported that 
the sausages in question only 
contained 4 per cent. of starch. 
In all other aspects they com- 
plied with regulations. 

The report did not say 
what other ingredients were 
over the minimum require- 
ments to make up the lost 
24 per cent.—it could have 
been extra meat.

Mr, Mellors told the Court 
the regulation relating to 
starch may be amended. 

However, Didio was found 
guilty of selling adulteratea 
sausages and fined £10 wth 
£3/3/- costs. 

The other charges relating 
to the selling of minced steak 
which contained too much pre- 
servative and tripe which con- 
tained the prohibited sul- 
phur dioxide. Both were pur- 
chased by Mr. Mellors on the 
same day as the sausages. 

Didio admitted a previous 
conviction for selling adultera- 
ted minced steak. 

He was fined another £10 
for each of these offences and 
again £3/3/- costs in poth the 
cases.
